K. Thaw today lost his fight to defy 
deportation by remaining in the Sher- 
brooke jail. 
Judge Hutchinson this 
afternoon sustained a writ of habeas 
corpus calling for his release. 
Thaw remained dazed for possibly 
three minutes. 
The crowd began to 
leave the judge's chamber in silence. 
Thaw followed aimlessly. 
As he crossed 
the threshold E. 
Blake Robertson, 
assistant superin- 
tendent of immigration, tapped him 
on the shoulder and placed him ofli- 
cially under arrest as an undesirable 
alien. 
i ne crowd then surged from the 
building and it was announced that 
Thaw would be taken immediately to 
Coaticook 
for 
a 
hearing. 
Thaw's 
lawyers seemed stunned. Special ofli- 
c:ers of the immigration department 
jostled them, in the corridors. 
"I'll see you in Coaticook. boys,' 
said Thaw, "waving his hands to the 
reporters. 
The court's ruling will be rendered 
in writing and he agreed to summon 
counsel to chambers in ample time for 
its delivery. If the writ is sustained 
Thaw will be ejected from the Sher- 
brooke jail and arrested by the immi- 
gration officers for deportation. N. K. 
.La l-'lamme of Montreal, one of the 
most imminent criminal'lawyers in 
the dominion, came here today to re- 
inforce the Thaw lawyers. 
He was 
retained in the case some time ago. 
but up to now has taken no active part 
in the fight. 
it was reported today that Mrs.

brooke to arrange with counsel for 
their fees and expense. Some of the 
Thaw lawyers have again expressed 
dissatisfaction over the fact that no 
responsible head of the family has re- 
mained on the scene and that while 
money was talked of no large amounts 
have been in evidence.

Three Petty Officers And Five Other 


Men, From Battleship Nebraska,...

Newport News, Va., Sept. 3.—Three 
petty ; officers/ and .five men. of the 
battleship Nebraska were drowned to- 
day when one of. the ship's launches 
•was wrecked in a hurricane sweeping 
the coast here. The Old Dominion lin- 
er Mobjack is reported sunk in the 
bay wtih a crew of eight and 
some 
passengers. The report is unconfirm- 
ed and the line has no information. 
The Nebraska is at anchor off Fort 
Monroe but the shore 
wireless has 
been put out of commission by 
the 
storm and communication by small 
boats is impossible. Their names are 
not made known as_hore. The drowned 
men were attempting to make shore 
when men on the wharves who had 
•watched their perilous passage say a 
water spout struck the launch, over- 
turned it, and the men and boat dis- 
appeared in the waves 
and 
spume. 
The hurricane which has been blowing 
since early morning 
is accompanied 
by almost blinding down pours of rain 
but the battleship seemed to be out- 
riding -jt-jvell.

Curing the Seed. 


In Wisconsin we must depend upon 


artificial heat to dry pur corn. 
It 


doesn't make much difference where 
the drying is done just so we provide 
moderate and uniform heat about DO 
degrees F.; and plenty of ventilation 
to carry off the moisture just as quick- 
ly as it leaves the corn. 


The com contains from 110 to '10 per 
cent of water when picked and must 
be reduced to about 12 percent before 
it can be safely stored away for plant- 
ing. 


Curin 
the seed consists in reduc- 


ing the water to the required amount 
and doing it in such a way that no 
mould will set in during this process. 
There are several excellent facilities 
on nearly every farm for curing seed 
com. 
The basement having a good 
cement floor and a furnace is one of 
the best provided the windows can 
be opened. The attic is another good 
place especially if the 
chimney or 
stove pipe passes through it. 
The kitchen is not a very desirable 
place on account of the steam which 
comes from the cook stove. However 
even this is much better than hanging 
the ears outdoors.

That even in this day of enlight- 


enment 
bigoted 
prejudice 
exists 


throughout the world relative to cer- 
tain creeds and religious is evidenced 
by the actions of civilized communi- 
ties 
throughout 
the 
world. 
The 


Eagle, the official organ of the F. O. 
E., in a recent editorial discusses the 
prejudice against the Jews in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


"The prejudice which for more than 


fifteen 
centuries 
has caused 
cruel 


persecutions of Jews, is founded upon 
a belief that is both bigoted and false; 
namely, that the Jews as a people 
were responsible for the crucifixion 
of Jesus of Nazareth. 


"The careful, fair-minded reader of 


the New Testament narrative must 
be convinced that the vast majority 
of the people of Jerusalem and Judea 
•were not responsible for the death of 
Jesus; that, instead, the transactions 
resulting in the crucifixion were care- 
fully concealed from them. 


"The death of Jesus was sought and 


compassed by a jealous hierarchy of 
rulers, scribes and priests—reaction- 
aries of their time—who feared that 
the progressive doctrines which He 
taught would subvert their autocratic 
authority. 
They had reason for this 


fear; for we read that the 'common 
people heard Him gladly.' 
And the 


'common people' were Jews. 
It is 


moreover stated that on several oc- 
casions when the rulers sought to ap- 
prehend Jesus, they refrained because 
'they feared the people, who regard- 
ed him as a prophet.' 
When finally 


action was taken, it was in the night 
•while the great body of Jews were 
asleep. The farcical trial was carried 
out. the sentence of death secured, 
.and before Jerusalem was awake the 
death march to Calvary was already 
outside the city. It was not the peo- 
ple who on Sunday had cast their 
garments in His path and hailed Him 
king, that on the following Friday 
morning cried 
out, 
'Crucify Him!'' 


This latter rabble was a crowd of 
'heelers' gathered by the rulers, and 
no more representative of the Jewish 
people than is a packed caucus repre- 
sentative of a political party in our 
day. 


"Yet . for nearly '2,000 years the 


whole Jewish race has been held re- 
sponsible for a deed which all the evi- 
dence indicates was contrary to tho 
wish of a majority of the people: and 
the contrast between the action of 
the multitude on Palm Sunday and 
the 'rabble' few on Good Friday, lias 
pointed many a moral of the fickle- 
ness of the populace. 


"One of the cheering indications of 


social progress in these days is the 
fact that in the more enlightened 
countries this groundless bigotry is 
disappearing."

As 1 said before, it is almost beyond my com 
prehension that any one could deliberately -go to an 
other person and pay, "So and so said thus and thus 
about you," when the thing said was something disa 
greeable. Arid yet T know that this class also must, exist because 1 have 
been warned by people who evidently suffered from it, "Don't tell So-and-so 
1 said that about .her, will you?" 
Needless to say. I affirmed very strongly that 1 would not. 
And now at last I have reached the point of my remarks. 1 prided my- 
self upon being so far above such meanness but I have found I have no rea 
son to, for tiiat was only negative goodness. Here is an example of positive 
goodness in the same-line. "\Vhen anyone expresses a dislike Tor some mu- 
tual friend, or criticises him or her," writes a friend of mine, "I always try 
very hard to think of something nice the- criticised has sajd about the critic, 
and repeat it.

The 
result is to make the critic think lie has made a. mistake and decide that he 
does like anyone so discriminating as that afr.nr all."

With a pint of boiling water cook un- 
til tha potato is tender, then add a 
quart of milk, a generous seasoning 
of .salt and pepper, and serve.

Mix with a cup of sugar, a, cup 
of flour and a teaspoonful of baking 
powder, all sifted together.

To Preserve Nautral Flowers—Cut 
flowers after sundown (never when 
the sun is shining), dip in melted 
paraffin, 
withdrawing thepi quickly.
